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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,2,24,36,37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Piaget et al . 

Note that the Piaget et al motor's transmission is considered an interconnection 
element and the motor is the resistance element. 

As to claims 36-37, the motor acts as a resistive element ,such as when the 
motor is off and the motor rotates the endless belts when in an "on" mode. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-6,19 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

The Piaget motor can both act as a resistance device and act to rotate the 
endless belts;therefore, both claims 1 ,24, and 36-37 are met. 

Applicant's reasoning suggesting that the limitations of claims 36-37 should be 
inferred in claims 1 and 24 is not understood. Applicant is wrongly arguing a limitation 
not present in claims 1 and 24. Each claim is a separate legal entity. It is improper to 
limit the scope of a claim by reading a limitation from another claim into it. 

Kuo has a resistance mechanism similar to applicant's figure 1 embodiment 
wherein cylinders 17 act as resistive elements which are different from applicant's 
claimed resistance elements operably coupled with the interconnection assembly. The 
claim 1 and 24 limitations are therefore construed as having resistance elements 
directly coupled to the interconnection assembly as opposed to Kuo and applicnat's 
figure 1 cylinders 76.
